The bullion value ef the silver 
dollar has advanced from 70 to 78 
cents. This is about one-fourth of 
the distance it had to travel to be 
par with gold. The journey so far 
hus been,made under discouraging 
circumstances. All England and 
Germany, and two or three smaller 
European nations, were opposing 
its advance. The European bank- 
ers, who are so powerful in the 
financial world that no power in 
Europe dares to go to war against 
their protest, declared that silver 
was only serviceable as mouey | 
when its legal tender was limited 
to small sums. They regaided it 
simply as a convenience when 
coined to represent fractions of the 
monetary unit. Against this dis- 
placement of silver the United 
States entered a vigorous protest 
in 1873, when it ordered the Treas- 
ury Department to coin $2,000,000 
worth of silver each month, This, 
however, did no keep silver from 
falling iu the market. The Cal! 
says: The 84-cent dollar, which 
was derided in Eastern financial 
circles, became the 70-cent silver 
dollar. In other words, the 
4121-2 grains of silver in a 
standard dollar was at one

time worth only about 70 cents |

$24,000,000 a year seems to hav> 
exhausted the surplus.

If no silver had 
been coined the withdrawal of na- 
tinal bank notes would have caused 
a contraction of the currency, the 
consequence of which can only be 
conjectured. Under these circum- 
' gtances the proposition at one time 
seriously eutertained to increase | 
the amount of silver in a dollar so | 
as to make it worth a dollar in | 
gold will not be pressed. If it had 
been carried out as suggested, the 

silver dollars of the new coinage | 
would to-day be worth more than 
their face value in gold. The big 
dollars would be going back to-the 
melting pot. Gold would be the 
cheaper money and silver would 
be drivefi out of circulation. The 
true theory of bi-metalism is to 
use the kind of money which at the 
time is the cheapest. When the 
the silver dollar coined is worth 
more as bullion than the gold dol- 
lar a& coined, gold will be used un- 
til its greater use has brought it up 
to the silver level.

The writer once asked him how he had 
been able to collect such an immense 
amount of information and facts as his pub- 
lications and lectures contained. “I have 
been enabled to do it,” he replied, ‘‘by econ- 
omizing my time as Mr. Wesley did. Ihave 
not spent one hour ia amusement in thirty 
years.”’ And taking a smal! note-book from 
his pocket, and showing it to me, he said: 
“T fill such a book as this once a week with 
observations and thoughts which occur to 
me, and facts collected in the rooms of my 
patients, and these are all preserved and 
used.’’

One thing especially impressed me at the 
time, and will never be forgotten.

ebscure sect of Abolitionists, and to this 
eourse, he said, he attributed all his after 
success in life.

| Jar but noble cause.”’ My father chanced 
to mention, before leaving, that I had occa- 
sionally written scraps of poetry. Whit- 
tier kindly asked me to send him some 
verses on my return, which I readily prom- 
ised, and, armed with his autograph, I re- 
treated to the carriage, happier, I dare say, 
than I have ever been before or since. 

Some days afterwards I mailed to the poet 
afew rhymes which had seen light in a 
religious journal published in Boston.

THE AMERICAN INDIAN. 


A Race Remarkab e for Social and Polit- 
ical Freedom and Equality. 

From Hon. E. M. Haines’ new book on the 
Indians we extract the following instructive 
statements: Missionaries, captives and oth- 
ers who have spent much time among the 
Indians unite in presenting pleasant pict- 
ures of their home life. They state that they 
are generally happy, contented and com- 
fortable. They are ordinarily provident. 
They are seldom without suitable food or 
clothing. There have been few famines 
among them. They raised considerable corn 
and ‘gathered much wild rice, which they 
often kept over more than one winter. They 
also preserved meats and fish. With no 
cause for disputes about politics or religion 
there were yo angry discussions. Their 
family and community relations were much 
like those among civilized whites. . They 
had their Sports and pastimes, many of 
which have been adopted by the race that 
succeeded them in the possession of the 
country. So, also, they had their songs and 
dances. Their language was pure. They 
have no terms of speech by which they 
could swear profanely, and if they ever do 
it it must be by means of phrases learued 
from white men. They punished the same 
crimes by death that civilized people do. 
The captives they took in war were not re- 
duced to slavery. They were generally 
adopted by the tribe, and they became 
members of it. A mother who lost a boy ip 
battle often adopted some white captive 
boy, and gave him the place of the dead one 
in her home and heart. 

It is stated that the Indians did not equal 
the whites in mechanicai skill. This is 
true, and for a good reason, there are di- 
visions of labor among the whites, but not 
among the Indians. The former learn dis- 
tinct trades, devote their lives to them, and 
as a consequence become very skillful and 
expert. The person who learns one trade, 
however, can not practice another. The 
man who can build @ boat can not shoe a 
horse. leis always dependent on some 
one else to do most of his work for him. 
With the Indians such was not the case. 
Every man was a practical mechanic. He 
was an artisan in a general way. He could 
make a canoe, bow, arrow or fish-hook. He 
could make any implement he needed for 
war, sport or the chase. The Indians were 
not idlers. The women as well as the men 
worked. There were no exceptions to the 
rule. The division of labor between the 
members of the two sexes was not the same 
as with us, but it Was more fair than most 
are willing to allow. There was more 
equality among the Indians than among the 
whites. They had no uitles’ that conveyed 
the udea of superiority. ‘The few that they 
used denoted relationship or affectionate 
relations. The vse of tobacco by them did 
not constitute a vice or even a bad habit. 
The Indian did not smoke when he was at 
work or play. Smoking was associated with 
worship, meditation or hospitality. The 
pipe was the symbol of peace, devotion and 
friendship. 

The point is made in this work that the 
Indians were better supplied with food than 
any uncivilized people in the world. Great 
credit is paid them for the ability they dis- 
played in eultivating corn. There is every 
reason for believing that the plant is of 
tropical origin, but the Indians succeeded in 
acclimating ittohigh northern latitudes, 
and in producing varieties that succeeded 
on the northern shores of Lake Superior 
and the Guif of St. Lawrence. They raised 
good crops ofcorn in regions where the 
whites have failed. The first white settlers 
lived chiefly on corn they obtained from the 
Indians and 
cook it. The Indians placed a very high 
estimate on wld rice, which modern scien- 
tists pronounce to be the most nutritious 
grain in the world. The Indians were 
very well supplied with wild fruit. They 
made molasses from the sap of the maple 
tree and preserved it in vessels made of 
birch bark and wood.

The table of the 
Indian was not furnished with fine dishes, 
but it was well supplied with wholesome 
food. He had no formal feasts, no exact 
time for meals, but eat when he was 
hungry. 

There was not much sentiment about In- 
dian marriages. The most industrious girls 
were the most likely to secure good hus- 
There was no ceremony at a wed, 
ding. Marriage and divorce were as simple 
as Mrs. Mona Caird desires to make them 
among white people. Couples who were 
not prosperous and happy together sep- 
arated with no show of bad feeling. They 
continued to live in the same village and 
generally associated in a friendly way as 
they did before they were married. The 
land system among the Indians was sub- 
stantially that favored by Henry George. 
The territory belonged to the tribe that oc- 
cupred it The only claim that an individ- 
ual had to any portion of it was on account 
of the improvement he bad made. The In- 
dian woman who witha sharpstick had pre- 
pared hills for planting corn was entitled to 
the use of that plat of ground forever. It 
seoms somewhat strange that persons who 
style themselves social, economic and po- 
litical reformers recommend institutions 
that were adopted by the Indians. It is 
possible that we shall adopt them in time 
just as we have the Indian games of ball, 
polo and lac rosse. 

The babitation of the Indian was not a 
very ornate affair. It was, however, easily 
ereeted* and was quite comfortable. The 
materials that were the most abundant in 
the place where it was to be erected 2p- 
tered into its construction. It pras seldom 
repaired and it required no annual spring 
cleaning. 

The Indians developed great skill in mak- 
ing many of their utensils. Many of their 
stone axes, knives and mortars were well- 
formed and tastefully ornamented. They 
displayed wonderful ingenuity in fastening 
handles to their stone hatchets. In some 
cases they caused tiie branch of a tree to 
grow round and fit into the groove. They 
were skillful basket makers. Their baskets 
were ornamental as well as useful. They 
made many small vessels of birch bark, 
orpamenting them with feathers’and por- 
cupine quills. They used various vegetable 
and miueral pigments. In the manufacture 
and use of the bow and arrow tbe Indian 
has had few superiors. The making of 
arrow heads of flint and horn was de- 
veloped by them intoa fineart. They had 
all the weapons of war the Romans used, 
except the long spear and javelin. Instead 
of this they used the war-club, @ weapon 
which could be employed with terrible 
effect in 9 closé° encouuter. Some Indians 
made pots of clay that were used for many 
purposes. The most ingenious implement 


they made use of was one for producing | 


fire by friction. “Proud science” did noth- 
ing for the Indians, but observation and ex- 
perience aecomplisbed what science had 
done for others. :

With this machine around 
his neck the criminal is compelled to stand 
in the street near where the offense was 
committed; each evening a constable takes 
charge of him until the next morning, when 
he is again taken out. He is kept thus on 
public exhibition so that the public may 
know him in the future and be on their 
guard. 

There are two ways of whipping; the 
first is on the cheeks. The culprit kneels 
down, and is beaten with a leather strap 
about twelve inches long by two or three 
inches wide. The second method in this 
part of the world would be called “spank- 
ing,’’ the instrument to do the work being 
made of bamboo, five feet long by two 
inches wide. The number of blows ordered 
on the cheek will be from twenty to thirty; 
in using the other method forty strokes is 
the highest number allowed by law. - But, 
with a shorter bamboo—about three feet 
long and one inch wide—in the second 
method of punishment, an indefinate num- 
ber of strokes can be inflicted. 

Another form of punishment for the higher 
crimes is strangulation. The condemned 
is fastened to a frame, his hands tied 
behind him, and he is strangled by means 
of a rope fastened toa post against which 
he supports himself. Sometimes a silken

State criminals are often banished to a 
territory in the northwestern part of the 
Empire.
